Extracts from Hew Books. 
BOOK TRADE. 

From Chambers’s Eneyclopedia. 
(Continued from our last.) 


In publishing new books, the following are the items of outlay which 
need to be taken into account: Paper, composition per sheet, author's 
corrections, press-work or printing per sheet, embellishments, bind- 
ing, advertising, 20 or more presentation copies to editors for re- 
view, 5 copies given to public institutions in terms of Copyright Act, 
and commission on sales. We have also known charges made for fire- 
insurance and warehouse-room for stock, also interest on outlay. An 
account is rendered annually, or in some cases every half-year, 8a 
posing there is an overplus in favor of the author, the amount is usual 
payable by bill, or a deduction equal to the discount of the bill is made 
from the amount. It is proper, however, to say that only certain pub- 
lishers make these extra claims on pan he - — commission is 
10 per cent. To understand on what sum this fails, it is mo 
eb the extent of trade allowances. For every book there is assigned a 
distinct selling price to the public, and it is very commonly stamped or 
printed on the cover or written within the boards. From this price the 
publisher makes an allowance of 25 per cent. (3d. per. 1¢.), the book 
being placed to a running account of six months, which is rendered to 
the bookseller at the end of June and December. If the account be 
settled in cash within one month thereafter, a discount of 2} per cent. is 
mades from the gross amount. If settled by bill at three months, no 
discount is given. Were publishers in all cases to deal directly with the 
retail booksellers, we should have in the above the whole amount of de- 
ductions. But in much the larger proportion of cases, there is inter- 
posed the commission-agent. Several London publishers have commis- 
sion-agents in the principal towns, to whom they consign quantities of 
each work for sale to the retail dealers, and in the same way, provincial 
publishers having agents in London, it happens that the book-trade is 
largely and necessarily carried on through middlemen. These individuals, 
of course, receive a re adequate > yar i them, after 

iving the ordinary publisher’s allowance to the retailer. 
ate tot on aoe new books, for publishers or their agents to send 
out the work to be “subscribed,” among the trade. A copy of the new 
work is shown by way of sample, and the subscription paper bears the 
selling price, and the price at which copies are offered. sides making 
the trade acquainted with the day, and even hour of publication of works 
which have been some time expected, this practice offers an opportunity 
for speculating. As an encouragement to do so, the work is offered at 
a somewhat lower rate than is afterwards allowed ; and, asa still further 
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indacement to subscribers, it is by no means uncommon to offer 13 
copies as 12, of 25 as 24. By subscribing for books in this manner, and 
also by means of “ trade sales,” commission-houses in the Row ordinarily 
put themselves in possession of the works issued by publishers in other 
parts of London. 

Trade sales, which are now less common than formerly, are conduct- 
ed in the following manner. A publisher, wishing to get quit of a 
large part of his stock, issues a catalogue to the trade, stating the reduced 
price of each book, as well as the length of credit offered; and that the 
sale is to take place in a tavern specified on a certain day, for which an 
invitation is given. At the appointed time and place, a handsome din- 
ner is on the table, and perhaps from a hundred to two hundred guests 
are assembled, Nothing is said about business during dinner, but with 
the wine and glasses afterwards, and amidst no little good-humor, the 
sale begins. Each book being called over, every person has an oppor- 
tunity of saying how many copies he will take. Occasionally, a toast is 
proposed, in order to maintain the hilarity of the meeting. At these 
sales, it is not unusual to dispose of ‘remainders of books,” that is, fag- 
ends of editions which are not moving off with sufficient alacrity in the 
ordinary course of trade. Remainders are either offered in small quan- 
tities at a very reduced price, or they are sold in the lump by auction. 
Purchased cheaply, these remainders are henceforth known as “ books 
with broken prices.” Many of the new-looking books ticketed on stalls 
are portions of these remainders. In some instances, they are sent to 
the colonies, in the hope of finding a market. At these trade sales, it 
is common to do business to the extent of from £5000 to £10,000; in 
the case of one publishing house, the amount is usually, at a half-yearly 
sale, from £12,000 to £15,000; and in another, being an annual sale, it 
is seldom less than £26,000. To avoid the seemingly useless outlay on 
a dinner, some publishers rely on the circulation of “sale catalogues,” 
comprising offers at tempting prices, provided that orders are given 
within a certain day. Vast quantities of schvo!-books of good teputa- 
tion, and other works permanently in demand, are bought by London 
commission-houses in this manner, annually, about the month of No- 
vember. 

Throughout the more respectable part of the trade, there is a con- 
stant effort to maintain unbroken prices; for when a book can be ob- 
tained by booksellers below trade-price, it is essentially ruined for all 
regular business. On the other hand, there has sprung up a practice 
amongst some retail booksellers of selling new books to the public at 
prices a little above cost. This system of underselling has caused much 
disquietude in the trade. For a long time, resolute attempts were made 
by the heads of the profession to refuse to deal with undersellers; but 
these, appealing to the public, ultimately conquered; and now books of 
all kinds are disposed of at such prices as the bookseller pleases. In one 
sense, this underselling is unjust to the publisher, who has his wares sold 
cheap, without the eclat and solid benefit which he might derive from 
fixing on them such low prices as would induce a large sale. Whether 
publishers will in time fall on the expedient of lowering nominal selling- 
prices, at the same time lessening allowances, or whether they will alto- 
gether drop the marking of prices, are questions on which we need not 
enter. Enough has been said to show that, after making all ordinary 
deductions, to which losses, &c., may be added, publishers can reckon 
on receiving little more than half the price at which their books are 
nominally issued, ‘To limit impressions as nearly as possible to the de- 
mand, is always a matter of serious consideration to the publisher ; for, 
unlike most other kinds of goods left on hand, the overplus stocks of 
books are often nearly valueless. On this account, books are seldom 
sent out on sale or return except to commission-agents. 

In one important respect the English publisher ditfers from the pro- 
ducer of almost every other class of goods. He has not only to manu- 
facture the article, but to make it known to the public. While the re- 
tail draper takes upon bimself the trouble and cost of advertising his 
novelties in order to attract customers, the retail bookseller is relieved 
from any such obligation, and jas little else to do than to hand across 
the counter the book for which a demand has been stimulated by the 
costly efforts of the publisher. The grand difficulty with the publisher 
is to excite general attention to his wares. Hence, the stupendous ad- 
vertising system in newspapers and other channels of intelligence. 
Some publishers, we believe, spend as much as £5000 per annum on 
advertisements, and an expenditure of from £1000 to £2000 is quite 
common. The monthly and quarterly perivdicals being now important 
advertising channels, it is of consequence for publishers to possess one 
of these, both for the sake of the revenue it may produce, and for keep- 
ing their own books before the public. A well-circulated periodical, 
therefore, is to be viewed as almost a necessity in the business of the 
publisher—the thing which gives spring and vitality to what might be 
otherwise an inert and difficult concern. So grave a matter is advertis- 
ing to the publisher, that, even with a periodical, it is very generally the 
practice to employ one or more clerks to write, arrange, and distribute 
advertisements, and to conduct the multifarious correspondence con- 
nected with them. In consequence of these burdensome outlays, and 








other causes, including the liberal distribution of copies of books for 
review, the prices affixed to original works are necessarily higher than 
the actual amount of paper and print would seem to warrant. The 
price at which new books are commonly issued, is 7s. 7d. or 108. 6d. for 
a volume 12mo. 12s. 15s. for an 8vo, and 21s, for a 4to; a book in 3 
vols. 12mo., is 31s, 6d. At these and other prices, books, as has been 
said, are subscribed for among the booksellers of the principal cities; 
buat booksellers in the country towns either send for supplies by letter, 
or give their orders to travellers employed by the chief houses, Be- 
tween the country booksellers and the leading publishers in London, 
Edinburgh, or Dublin, there is kept up a continual correspondence, 
For convenience, orders are usually sent monthly; and the collecting 
for monthly parcels forms one of the remarkable phenomena of the 
Row. The day of making up, called “ magazine day,” is the last, or last 
but one, of the month, when periodicals for the succeeding month are 
collected and despatched. In receiving and forwarding of enclosures by 
these monthly parcels, there prevails a spirit of mutual accommodation, 
which is exceedingly commendable, and without which, indeed, a large 
portion of the book-trade would be at a stand. By means of enclosures, 
booksellers in the most distant parts of the country are able te procure 
small supplies from different publishers at a trifling charge for carriage— 
with what result of convenience to the public need not be dwelt upon. 
The execution of foreign orders is, of course, comprehended in the busi- 
ness of the publisher; but it cannot be said that, in preparing books, any 
account is usually taken of probable sales abroad. In this respect, the 
book-trade of England differs materially from that of Germany, France, 
Belgium, and the United States. Books are manufactured almost ex- 
clusively in reference to the home-trade. The colonies, left to be sup- 
plied as they best may, import large quantities of English copyright 
works at a low price from foreign countries, more particularly the United 
States. As some varieties of books, however, have lately been cheap- 
ened in an extraordinary degree, to meet the growing taste for reading 
among the humbler classes, the English book-trade is, by a natural pro- 
cess, adapting itself to compete with pirated editions in the colonial 
market. On one point, there is reason for gratulation. The publishers 
of the United Kingdom (with some obscure exceptions) have ceased to 
make reprisals on American copyrights, and left to the publishers of the 
United States the dishonor of preying on the literature of their 
neighbors.

GARRICK AND GOLF, 


Garrick was so friendly to John Home that he gave a dinner to his 
friends and companions at his house at Hampton, which he did but sel- 
dom. He had told us to bring golf clubs and balls, that we might play 
at that game on Molesey Hurst. We accordingly set out in good time, 
six of usin a landau. As we passed through Kensington, the Cold- 
stream regiment were changing guard, and, on seeing our clubs, they 
gave us three cheers in honor of a diversion peculiar to Scotland, so 
much does the remembrance of one’s native country dilate the heart, 
when one has been some time absent. The same sentiment made us 
open our purses, and give our countrymen wherewithal to drink the 
* Land o’ Cakes.’ Garrick metus by the way, so impatient he seemed 
to be for his company. * * None of the company could play but John 
Home and myself, and Parson Black, from Aberdeen, who, being chap- 
lain to a regiment during some of th. Duke of Cumberland’s campaigns, 
had been pointed out to his Royal Highness as a proper person to teach 
him the game of chess. The Duke was such an apt scholar that he 
never lost a game after the first day, and he recompensed Black for 
having beat him so cruelly, by procuring for him the living of Hampton, 
which is a good one. We returned and dined sumptuously, Mrs, Gar- 
rick, the only lady, now grown fat, though still very lively, being a 
woman of uncommon good sense, and now mistress of English, was in 
all respects most agreeable company. She did not seem at 2”’ ‘9 recog- 
nize me, which was no wonder, at the end of twelve ye’ s having 
thrown away my bag-wig and sword, and appearing in my cwn grisly 
hairs, and in parson’s clothes; nor was I likely to remind her of her for- 
mer state. Garrick had built 2 handsome temple, with a statue of 
Shakespeare in it, in his lower garden, on the banks of the Thames, 
which was separated from the upper one by a high-road, under which 
there was an archway which united the two gardens. Garrick, in com- 


pliment to Home, had ordered the wine to be carried to this temple, 
where we were to drink it under the shade of the copy of that statue to 
which Home had addressed his pathetic verses un the rejection of his 
play. The poet and the actor were equal!y gay, and well pleased with 
each other, on this occasion, with mucli respect on the one hand, and a 
total oblivion of animosity on the other; for vanity is a passion that is 
easy to be entreated, and unites freely with all the best atfections. Hav- 
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ing observed a green mount in the garden, opposite the archway, I said 
to our landlord, that while the servants were preparing the collation in 
the temple I would surprise him with a stroke at the golf, as I should 
drive a ball through his archway into the Thames once in three strokes. 
I had measured the distance with my eye in walking about the garden, 
and accordingly, at the second stroke, made the ball alight. in the mouth 
of the gateway, and roll down the green slope into the river. This was 
so dexterous that he was quite surprised, and begged the clab of ine by 
which such a feat had been performed. We passed a very agreeable 
afternoon; and it is hard to say which were happier, the Jandlord and 
landlady, or the guests. 
OLD SCOTTISH MANNERS. 

In Summer 1741 I remained for the most part at home, and it was 
about that time that my old schoolmaster, Mr. Hannan, having died of 
fever, and Mr, John Halket having come in his place, 1 was witness to a 
scene that made a strong impression upon me. This Mr. Halket had 
been tutor to Lord Lovat’s eldest son Simon, afterwards well known as 
General Fraser.

At last Lovat yielded, 
and gave us two or three pious sentences in French, which Mr. Erskine 
and [ understood, and we only. As soon as we were set, Lovat asked 
me to send him a whiting from the dish of fish that was next me. As 
they were all Haddocks, I answered that they were not whitings, but 
according to the proverb, he that got a haddock for a whiting was not 
ill off. This saying takes its rise from the superiority of haddocks to whit- 
ings in the Firth of Forth. 
more than fifty dragoons; he was sure they must be whitings, as he had 
bespoke them. Halket tipped me the wink, and I retracted, saying that 
I had but little skill, and as his lordship had bespoke them, I must cer- 
tainly be mistaken.

The latest European news mentions that the well-known publisher, rnard 
Tauchnitz of Leipzic, has been made a Hereditary Baron by good-will of the 
King of Saxony. 

A great many more books about America have been written than most 
Americans suppose. A French catalogue of * Livres Rare et Curieuz,” from 
the library of an old bibliopole, which has recently appeared in Paris, fur- 
nishes us with the titles of some of these works. Among them are the “* Gen- 
eral Description of America, by P. D’Avity,” published in Paris in 1637 ; 
“The New World, or Christopher Columbus,” a poem bv one Le Suir; 
“ News from America, or the American Mercury,” published at Rouen in 
1678; ‘The Count d’Estaing,” a poem in six eantos, by J. L. Rouband, phy- 
sician to the Count—is a manuscript, still legible, and relating to the Ameri- 
can war; “ The Siege of Yorktown, or America Saved,” a heroie-comic dis- 
quisition in prose, published in 1790; “ Lettres Iroquoises, or Political, His- 
torical and Critical Correspondence between an Iroquois travelling in Euro 
with the Correspondents in America,” published in 1783; an entirely dif- 
ferent work from that by Maubert bearing the same name. All these vol. 
umes are written in French.—TZyribune.

the Land of Promise,” by John R. Macduff, D. D., author of “ Morning and 
Night Watches,” “ Memories of Bethany,” ete. The author observes : “ Spec- 
ulative discussion, attractive illustration, or the systematic treatment of a 
great theme, will not be found in these pages. They consist mainly of simple 
meditations on the glories of a Future World,—fragmentary thoughts and 
reflections, written with special reference to the chamber of sickness, the 
couch of suffering, and the home of bereavement. Nothing surely can so 
cheer the fainting believer, bowed down with sin and sorrow, as the prospect 
of Heavenly bliss. It is the thought of the joy in the morning of immortal- 
ity which dries earth’s bitterest tears. The heart of the child leaps at the 
sight of his Father’s house. The lights in the distant windows cannot fail to 
revive his spirit and quicken his footsteps. The following are a few such 
distant rays from ‘the Excellent Glory,’—a few Grapes gathered by ‘Faith 
and Hope, the two spies from the true Canaan,’—a few Pisgah-glimpses of its 
Vineyards and Oliveyards, Glimpses, indeed, only they are,—at best fitful 
and transient; for even the mount of faith is oftentimes wreathed with clouds 
and vapors, dimming to the brightest vision its views of the future. But 
shadowy and indistinct as at best they must be, they may help us the better 
to descend the Valley, complete our warfare, and, finally, with our pilgrim- 
staff, ‘to ~ over this Jordan,’ (Gen. xxxii. 10.) By revealing a distant 
view of the crown, we may be enabled the more cheerfully to bear the 
cross.” 


Van Ever, Horton & Co., New York, have got out “‘ Negroes and ‘ Negro 
Slavery:’ the first an Inferior Race, the latter its Normal Condition,” by J. 
H. Van Evrie, M.D. ‘The author of this publication has devoted several 
years to the great and agitating question of so-called Negro Slavery, espe- 
cially to that portion of the general subject embracing the specific character of 
the negro, and his natural relation to the white man. The results of his in- 
vestigations it is now proposed to lay beforethe public. The author proposes 
to demonstrate that the negro is not a black-white man, nor a man merely 
with a black skin, but a different and inferior species of man, and hence 
ought necessarily to occupy a different and inferior position—that nature has 
not given him the specific faculties, capabilities, wants, ete., of the white man, 
and hence that the social laws which apply to the one race cannot apply to 
the other. He therefore holds, that all the charges against the social system 
of the South, being based on false assumptions, are themselves necessarily 
false ; that so-called slavery is neither a wrong nor an evil, nor is its exten- 
sion dangerous, but that it is a normal condition, a natural relation, based 
upon the higher law, in harmony with the order, progress, and general well- 
being ef the superior, and absolutely essential to the very existence of the 
inferior, race. The arguments bearing on the subject are presented in a pop~ 
ular form, and, as far as possible, the use of scientific terms has been avoided, 
in order to make the work acceptable to all classes. The time has now ar- 
rived, indeed, is upon us, when the gigantic falsehoods concerning the negro 
character, and the social institutions of the South, must be exploded. The 
confederacy is even now crumbling into pieces from the doctrine that an ‘ir- 
repressible conflict’ exists between the Northern and Southern systems of so- 
ciety, when, in reality, they are entirely harmonious in theory, and would be 
| so in practice, if the truth were only revealed concerning the negro.” 
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Mason Brorners have published in a large 12mo., “ Italy, from the Ear- 
liest Period to the Present Day,” by John 8. C. Abbott, forming one of the 
series of “The Monarchies of Continental Europe,” by the same author, of 
which, besides the present, Austria and Russia have been issued. Mr. Ab- 
bott observes in relation to this series, that: “It is the object of the author 
to present, in a continuous narrative, the salient points in the career of these 
great monarchies, that the general reader may find, within the space of a 
single volume, all those momentous historic facts, with which every intelli- 
gent man desires to be acquainted. With this object, the author has regarded 
each monarchy in the light of a living personage, carefully recording the ad- 
ventures, the achievements, the joys and griefs, the virtues and vices, of that 
being the nation, from the period of ite birth to the present hour.” “ Pinney 
& Arnoult’s French Grammar, a New Method, combining both the Oral and 
Theoretic: particularly calculated to render the Speaking of French easy to 
Learners of different Ages and Capacities: with the Pronunciation of all the 
Words, and a Lexicon,” is by Norman Pinney and Emile Arnoult. From 
their Preface we extract a few passages, which illustrate the peculiar plan of 
the work. “Combining, as it does, the united care of experienced native 
teachers in both languages, it will be found, we think, to unite an accurate 
knowledge of the idioms and pronunciation of the French, with a more per- 
fect adaptation to the wants of the English learner. The lessons are com- 
paratively short, the oral exercises easy, and very gradually progressive; all 
superfluous matter, which tends only to perplex tbe learner, has been care- 
fully avoided, while the peculiar difficulties which the language presents to 
the English student have been still more carefully explained. * * * * 
Another important advantage of the present work consists in its method of 
teaching the pronunciation. This is united with the matter taught in a pe- 
culiar way. After the simple vowel and the consonant sounds have been 
given, the words and phrases which form the oral exercises are selected and 
introduced in such a way, that all vowel-sounds, and such of the consonants 
as require practice, are called into use one at a time, and made familiar by 
repetition, until the whole are learned. Thus, without the sacrifice of an 
time, and without retarding in the least the learner's progress in the acquisi- 
tion of words, phrases, and grammatical principles, he is exercised in a sys- 
tematic course of pronunciation in all its parts.” Furthermore, it is stated 
that the work is capable of abridgment, without any sacrifice of grammatical 
system. “English into French: a Bock of Practice in French Conversation, 
designed to accompany oJ Speaking French Grammar,” is by Francis S. 
Williams, principal of a school for young ladies. ‘The author's own expe- 
rience is, that constant practice in turning English into French, is at this 
stage [after having acquired a knowledge of French — necessary ; 
but the phrases must be somewhat connected, and susceptible of literal trans- 
lation; there must also be some easy, continuous text, and enough of both to 
exercise the pupil for several months daily, and create in him a confidence 
that his own thoughts also may be expressed in French. This exercise re- 
quires, then, a book specially adapted to the purpose, and it is to supply this 
want that ‘English into French’ has been prepared.” 

M. Dooxapy publishes “ The Shadow in the House: a Novel,” by John 
Saunders. 


James O. Noyes has got out “‘ Rome of To-Day,” by Edmond About, author 
of “ The Roman Question,” “ King of the Mountains,” “ Germaine,” ete., form- 
ing No. 2 of his “ twenty-five cent series.” The author observes : “ This is 
neither a pamphlet nor even a political work. If the reader expects to find in 
it general considerations upon the Papal Government, he will be disappointed. 
All has been said for and against the Temporal Power that can be said, and 
I have neither sufficient authority nor sufficient liberty to resume the con- 
troversy. I have played too active a part, both as accuser and accused, not 
to have my impartiality suspected. The word belongs to the chief, who is 
silent. It may also be suggested that the time for discussion is passed, like 
the time for wise counsels and useful reforms. The Roman question has been 
sufficiently elucidated to enable the least clairvoyant to distinguish the truth, 
and the most hesitating to choose their part. Some are decided by reasons 
of conscience, others by reasons of interest or policy ; but it is certain that 
action has succeeded words. The work which I offer to the public is, then, 
nothing more than a literary study on the Papal States. Ihave put together 
in a volume all the observations made during a journey of six months. The 
materials were collected two years ago, but it seems to me that they have 
matured rather than grown old. Rome has not sensibly changed under a 
régime that boasts of being immutable. Bologna and some other cities have 
only proclaimed a revolution which was long since accomplished in the minds 
of the citizens. The day when all the subjects of the Holy Father shall have 
the same ideas, the same customs, and the same rights as the citizens of Bo- 
logna in 1860, my book will be but an archeological curiosity ; yet I will not 
complain of that.”
